(iii) Committee constituted under Weights and 
Measures Act, 1976. 

(iv) BIS Committees. 

(v) Genetic Engineering Approval Committee 
(GEAC).

4. Perform any other technical duties as assigned by 
Government of India from time to time. 

5. Supervision of CIS (Continuous Inspection Scheme) 
to ensure quality control of the processed fruits and 
vegetables for their exports from India to other 
countries of the world.
